Bidault Gambles All 


On Record Budget

Paris, Dec. 28. (ZP)—The fate of 
France’s governm ent hung today 
on a vote of confidence by the n a ­ 
tional 
assembly 
on 
P r e m i e r 
Georges 
B idault’s 
tax 
increase 
program to m eet a record-break­ 
ing budget for 1950. 
Bidault 
clim axed an all-night 
session early this morning by ask­ 
ing for the second vote of con­ 
fidence w ithin a week. 
Under a constitutional require­ 
ment for a “cooling-off 
period” 
the vote probably will not take 
place until early Friday. 
If Bidault loses, there is little 
hope that his successor would be 
able to gain the confidence of the 
assembly. This would mean that 
the cabinet can call national elec­ 
tions w ithout approval by parlia­ 
ment, and deputies would then be 
faced with defending their seats 
at the polls. 


Margin Slim 


If the prem ier wins the vote of 
confidence his bitterly contested 
budget of 2.257,000,000,000 francs 
(56.440,000,000) will probably be 
pushed through with the 
1,523,- 
500,000 ($435,000,000) tax 
boost 
which has been opposed by both 
rightwing and Communist groups. 
The assembly has been debating 
the budget item by item since last 
Saturday w hen Bidault won by a 
slim margin his resolution to put 
the contested program 
on 
the 
agenda. 
His 
coalition cabinet already 
has compromised with the opposi­ 
tion by lowering the budget, but 
he has struck to his insistence that 
it must be balanced 
by 
higher 
taxes. 
Parliam ent has passed most of 
the important expenditure items 
on the budget. But Bidault called 
for a show-dow n when the debate 
reached the issue of increasing the 
present production tax from 12.5 
to 13.5 percent. This is expected lo 
bring the governm ent some 45,- 
000,000.000 (billion) francs (about 
$128,000,000) in new income. 


Gov. Dewey Set 


To Step Down 


Retirement M ay Be 


Only Temporary 


New York, Dec. 28 (/Pi — The 
New York Times today said it is 
likely that Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
will retire tem porarily from pub­ 
lic life at the end of his present 
teem as governor of New York. 
W arren Moscow, political w rit­ 
er for the Times, said there are 
indications that Dewey will not 
be r candidate for governor 
in 
1950 or for president in 1952, but 
may come back into the presiden- 
tial race in 1956 or 1960. 
Dewey would be only 54 years 
old in 1956. 
Moscow said there were two 
“tangible developm ents” 
tending 
to confirm the prediction. 
One was an announcement from 
Princeton university that Dewey 
will deliver four lectures on the 
‘ American political system” there 
in February and April. 
The other w as w hat the Times 
called “definite information” that 
Dewey would appoint his counsel, 
Charles D. B nctel, to the supreme 
court of the first judicial district. 
The Times said these moves in­ 
dicate that Dewey is seeking the 
role of party 
“elder statesman” 
where he can comment on public 
affairs w ithout the responsibilities 
of office, and that he wants 
to 
take care of his close associates 
in public office before he 
steps 
down himself on Dec. 31, 1950.

Because the electric dem and load is in­ 
creasing so rapidly, the job of keeping pace 
with heavier lines and larger transform ers 
rcnresents a distinct challenge to the elec­ 
tric department.

BIG GOVERNMENT AND LIBERTY 
(St. Louis Post-Dispatch) 
Probably few people are not sometimes 
worried by the growth of A m erican gov­ 
ernm ent—even those who recognize that 
big corporations, big labor unions and a 
big agricultural bloc make big governm ent 
inevitable. But the extrem e conservatives 
are off base to contend that big govern­ 
ment is always and inevitably a menace to 
freedom. 
For 
government, 
as 
Dean Harold B. 
Bowen of the University of Illinois college 
of commerce says, “ is one industry which 
is not subject 
to 
business 
fluctuations. 
Therefore, big government provides a sort 
of anchor for the economy.” 
For lack of anchors, free private enter­ 
prise in the United States has sometimes 
come close to shipwreck, as 
in 
1929-’33. 
Since then the New Deal has built some 
good anchors. 
Big governm ent does not 
thereby cease to be a potential hazard to 
liberty, but a substantial degree of bigness, 
carefully controlled and

FBI Avoided 
Reuther Case 


B V M A R Q U I S C H I L D S

UAW leaders and their political 
friends in Wa liington were insistent in de­ 
manding the FBI intervene. 
A year later a si min ar attem pt w as made 
to assassinate W alter’s brother, Victor. The 
attem pt nearly succeeded and Victor lost 
an eye. 
This time the dem and for FBI action was 
not merely insistent but angry. 
The FBI 
examined Hie gun ir ed against Victor and 
later abandoned and then w ithin 
a 
few 
[days m r minced that no federal statute had 
been violated and so there would be no 
further investigation. 
UAW representatives held several con­ 
ferences with tile then Attorney General 
Tom C. Clark, since named a justice of the 
suprem e court. They got the Impression 
that Clark, himself, w anted to intervene 
but that the nature of the case, as constru­ 
ed by the FBI, m ade it impossible. 
HOOVER CRITICIZED 
At the UAW convention in July, 
Fmil 
Mazer, 
secrctary-treasiirer of the union, 
introduced Victor to tile cheering delegates 
with a blast at J. Edgar Hoover. He said 
that the FBI had refused to come in de­ 
spite pleas from the m ayor of Detroit, the 
city council, the governor and tho senate of 
the United States. M azfv concluded: 
“ We are told that the president of the 
United States had tried to get him to go in, 
but Edgar Hoover sits in his arm chair and 
tells them to go to hell.” 
Following the discovery of dynam ite suf­ 
ficient to blow up a city block, the pres­ 
sure on the W hite House w as immediate 
and violent. Surely, it was argued, the fed­ 
eral government could not once again ig­ 
nore the breakdow n of law in an American 
city, particularly w hen the elected officials 
of that city had appealed for help. 
Within a few hours A ttorney General J 
Howard M cG rath had ordered the FBI to 
investigate'. M cGrath in a statem ent said 
that the agency would determ ine whether 
federal laws in any of three categories had 
been violated. 
This 
includes 
the 
civil 
lights statute which is pretty broad, m ak­ 
ing it a crime to “intim idate” or “ threaten” 
any c itizen and thereby deprive him of any 
rights, which would presum ably cover the 
right to organize and lead a trade union. 
But this has not allayed the skepticism 
of UAW representatives. They are fearful 
that the FBI will once again after a brief 
investigation report there is no justification 
for continuing the federal search. 
R E IN D E R S OPPOSED REDS 
The 
Reuthers 
and 
their counsel have 
three theories as to the source of the at­ 
tack: 
1. 
They are C om m unist-inspired. 
The 
Reuthers have been consistent foes of Com­ 
munism. After a long and bitter struggle 
they 
removed 
Communists 
and 
their 
stooges from position of control 
in 
the 
union. If the attacks can be traced to Com­ 
munists, then clearly this is an attem pt to 
overthrow law and order by violence and 
it is a federal crime. 
2. Tho attacks are secretly directed by 
tho extrem e right of ow nership-m anage- 
ment in the auto industry. If this could be 
established, it would be a violation of laws 
guaranteeing the right of collective b a r­ 
gaining. 
3. The attem pted assassinations and the 
bomb are the work (if a gnm bling-gangstcr 
syndicate. The Reuthers acted to suppress 
the num bers racket in Ford ’s River Rouge 
plant and thereby they gained the enmity 
of the sinister and powerful forces direct­ 
ing A m erica’s gambling industry. 
If this last is true, then there is no direct 
violation of a federal statute. 
But, argue 
the I ’AW’s spokesmen, how can the 
FBI 
know that that actually 
is 
so 
w ithout 
catching the criminals. 
And, 
they 
add 
quickly, this should be fairly easy for an 
agency with such a trem endous reputation 
as tho FBI, since when the dynam ite as 
planted, one of the gang, 
presum ably 
a 
traitor, tipped off a Detroit newspaper. 
The pressure, of course, is always to call 
in the FBI as local law enforcem ent in­ 
ert .: in.gly deteriorates. It is a tragic p hen­ 
omenon. like' the use of the federal income 
tax laws to bring to book crim inals who 
vinve' sfully defy the law. But surely in thei 
I' WY ease the circumstances are so sinister 
: "d the potentials ios so fr :h ten ing th t a 
proper legal reason can

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round 


BY DREW PEARSON 
W ashington.—Toward the end of the 
war. President Franklin Roosevelt called in 
Juan 
Trippe, 
apple-cheeked 
president 
of Pan A m erican World 
Airways, 
and 
suggested 
that his airline 
start 
a 
chain of hotels around the 
world. 
Shortage of American 
dollars was sure to be one 
of 
the 
great 
economic 
curses of the w orld after 
the 
war, 
FD R 
w arned, 
and one w ay to spread 
dollars 
a b r o a d 
was 
through the tourist trade. 
However, 
good 
hotels 
were necessary for the tourists, w hich was 
why Roosevelt urged Pan A m erican A ir­ 
ways to go into the hotel business. 
As a result, Pan Am is building a chain 
of 
modern 
hotels—or at least trying to 
build them — in various parts of the world. 
However, their biggest handicap, believe 
it or not, is the Marshall plan. 
In Latin America, w here th e Marshall 
plan does not operate, the hotel program is 
going well. But in Turkey, a country bless­ 
ed v-d'h a lot of Marshall plan money, the 
ECA has actually helped to stym ie A m eri­ 
can enterprise. 
What happened was that Pan American. 
after lengthy negotiations, w orked out an 
agreement w ith the Turkish governm ent to 
build and operate a hotel for T urkey. The 
hotel was to be financed w ith an Export- 
Import Bank loan at 4 per cent. 
Just about this time, however, an ECA 
expert came to Turkey from P aris and rec­ 
ommended that the hotel be built not by 
American businessmen but by the Swiss or 
Belgians. (The ECA expert once operated 
an American Express company office 
in 
Switzerland w here ho clashed 
w ith 
Pan 
American A irw ays). Furtherm ore, he rec­ 
ommended that ECA money be advanced 
to the Swiss or Belgians to build the hotel. 
Since ECA money would draw only 2 per 
cent interest, naturally it looked a lot bet­ 
ter to the Turkish government than Ex- 
port-Tmport Bank money at 4 p er cent. So 
now the deal is un in the air. 
That is the w ay some ECA so-called ex ­ 
ports are undercutting American busine s.

New Year’s Joyously

C arney, M ich.— In wishing one 
another a happy New 
Year, 
the 
men shook hands 
among 
th em ­ 
selves, and they kissed the women. 
No wonder they w ere so active on 
New' Y e a r’s day. 
“ B u t,” you ask, 
“ tnese 
things 
happened long ag o?” 
“O, no. On last New Y ear's day, 
long before sunrise, three individ­ 
uals of C anadian descent called on 
a few old 
pioneers 
and 
roused 
from their beds in the village of 
Nadeau. T h e callers w ere Hayne 
D epotsie, H om er Laurin and m y ­ 
self. A few 
patched-up 
French 
verses w ere suns. The old spirit 
was revived. W hen it 
was 
over, 
someone said, “ this may not hap­ 
pen again in this com m unity.’ 
T h irty -fiv e years ago, in most 
com m unities settled by Canadians, 
the fath er of the 
fam ily 
would 
place a flask of whiskey on the 
table at bedtim e on New Year & 
eve, while his w ife would put a 
dish of doughnuts 
there 
in p re­ 
paration for the greeting of early 
morning callers. This was done in 
joyful anticipation, something like 
the hanging of stockings by child­ 
ren at C hristm as time. 
At 
m idnight 
sleigh 
runners 
would start squeaking a tune on 
the crispy snow. Bells jingled as 
horse drawn loads of young people 
traveled from house 
to 
house. 
Children peeped 
through 
frosty 
window panes in their 
nighties, 
hardly believing their eyes as they 
saw a dim lantern moving slowly 
along the road during the 
early 
hours of the morning. 
The faint 
sound of singing could be heard 
from the distance. 
All Joined In Singing 
T here was singing, eating and 
drinking at 
every 
house. 
And 
many a G erm an, 
Scotchm an 
or 
Swede traveled w ith such crowds 
and danced to the rhythm 
of a 
snappy F re n ch song, even though 
he did not understand a word of 
the song. T he spirit of New Y e a r’s 
day was contagious. 
F arm ers would cast their m ilk ­ 
ing aside for an hour and skip to 
the house to jo in a group of com ­ 
panions who stood, forming a ring 
in the kitchen, some of them tap­ 
ping their feet w hile repeating the 
chorus of a song 
(m ost 
French 
songs are sung in this m anner) 
Tin pans vibrated on the shelves 
as one 
singer burst 
out 
after 
another, and women often rem ain­ 
ed In a back room to chuckle over 
humorous songs and expressions 
that they heard. 
Middle aged men called 
upon 
their older neighbors to wish them 
a prosperous New Y ear. And some 
of the grown up children 
would 
kneel before th e ir father to ask 
for his blessing. This “ blessing” or 
good wish on the part of the par­ 
ent was expected to 
bring 
good 


fortune to his offspring during the 
new year. 
Younger children were usually 
presented with each a sack of as­ 
sorted candies. These sacks varied 
in size according to the age of the 
child. 
M any a child was awakened at 
midnight, 
tucked 
up 
in 
heavy 
blankets and placed at the feet of 
his parents in a cutter w here he 
rode to his grandpa’s house. There 
he would see a long table, loaded 
w ith m eat pies, m eat balls, glis­ 
tening cakes and other delicacies. 
B efore starting this midnight meal, 
the best singer was chosen to sing. 
His song was often, “ Today is the 
first day of the year.” 
Serious Note 
W hile this song stresses the joy 
of starting a new year, 
there 
is 
also a serious note to 
it 
which 
caused listeners to 
turn 
sober, 
stripped of its rhym e, the meaning 
of this song, Translated in English 
runs about as follows: 
“Today is the first day of the 
year. It is at this table that we 
are engaged to celebrate this day 
with friends 
and 
relations. 
The 
effect of this festival will be felt 
throughout the year. 
“L et us begin the year as best 
w e can, and banish all that is not 
good. Let us love one another sin­ 
cerely, and as brothers. W hat 
a 
source of joy it is for parents to 
see their children living in h a r­ 
mony. 
“M y dear parents, it makes my 
heart happy to see you here with 
us again. You, who are so dear to 
me 
. my heart would wish 
for 
the power to preserve you, and to 
keep you w ith us for many years 
to come. 
“ I hate liquor as you all know, 
but. I don't mind taking a m oder­ 
ate drink. H alf a glassful will not 
get me down. Let us have a small 
drink, and save it, that in the end, 
it will not be overdone. 
“O, my bottle, you give me great 
pleasure. You w ent around and re­ 
turned here. You did your 
duty. 
You didn't cost m e 
much. 
You 
made the round 
without 
going 
down. If this keeps up, it will be 
fine.” 
W ith the passing of the older 
Canadian generation, this m anner 
of celebrating New Y e a r’s day has 
been 
all 
but 
forgotten. 
The 
children 
and 
grandchildren 
of 
Canadian im m igrants now 
spend 
this holiday mixed w ith the Irish 
or Dutch, in ballrooms, homes or 
taverns, and in 
much 
the 
same 
m anner as ih cy m ight celebrate 
the 4th of Ju ly or other, sim ilar 
holidays. 
“La bonne annee.”

Liquor Dealers 


May Get Stuck 


With Sales lax 


Lansing. Dec. 28 (ZP)— A ttorney 
General Stephen J
